when perpetrated by thoſe, whoſe duty it is to defend our Lives inſteadof 
invading them. . For if it be criminal in a very Enemy to kill the Perſon 
whom he reckons himſelf moſt injured by, unleſs empowered thereunto 
by a judicial Sentence, or a legal Warrant z how infinitely more enormous 
is it, far thoſe to be Authors of, or-iaſtrumental in our ruine, ta whom 
the carg'of qur, preſervation is committed and entruſted. 'And by how 
muckany are veſted with the adminiſtration of the Law, to avenge —_

guilt become inhances ,- if when they cannot gratifie their indignation 
i8-the perſon and:quatity of Magiſtrates, they eſpouſe the Work and Cha- 
rafter, and aſſume-the weapons of an - And who knows, but 
that as the Attorney General had the boldneſs in print to call the Accuſation 
and Commitment of the Earl of Eſſex, * a Convittment for High Treaſon, 
but that others upon that Conviion might have the impudence to give or- 
der for his\Execution. What more hateful fight can there be to Heaven, 
or more cxraging ſpe ro Men, than to find thoſe, who by the places 
they are advanced unto, and the truſt that is repoſed in them, onght to 
watch for our fafery; confpiring our ruine, and what they have not-the 
courage themſelves roexecure, tempting and hiring others-to commit ? 

- (AS.it will b&eafily allowed, being wdelibly ingraven in .our Natures, 
that-every Murder is-to berregiſtred amongſt crimes of the deepeſt dye ; 
o:it tannot be denied, but-that one may be of a more heinous Nature 
than another, and receive aggravationfrom the Worth-and Quality of hins 
that is Agaſſinatetl. For as the value of kindneffes grows in -proportion 
to the. theanteſs of the Perſons.on whom they are beſtowed ; ſo crimes re- 
ceivean increaſe of guilt, from the Digaity-and Uſefulneſs of thoſe again(t 
whom 'they are coinmitted; By how :much higher the ſtation of any one 
is 10.the- Commonwealth, and by how much through his Wiſdom, Power,. 
Bounty and influence, he is beneficial to the Nation ; by ſo much is the 
deſtruRtion of fuch- a Perſon attended with the higher aggravations, and 


' toibe reſented as a moſt is Crime. Nor are we only tocſteem our- 


&ives injured, and threatned i by the example of ſach a Perſons ruine, 
but we are to account our ſelves wronged, and ought to demand repa- 
ration, anſwerable to the benefits we reaped by him, and-which weare 
rob'd of by the loſs of ſo uſeful and worthy a Perſon. Our Law in making; 
that againſt a Peerfliable to'an- Aon of Scandal, which it takes not fo 
much as cogniſance of 'as an offence againſt little and inferiour People ;, 
eould not be ſo improvident in reference tothe Lives of Noblemen, as not 
to fer a ſtronger an higher hedge about. ghem, than thoſe of Mechanicks 
are fenced and defended by. 

Nor is it only from the quality of a Perſon againſt whom-a crime is 
committed that it receives an aggravation ; but there accrues a new addi- 
tion of guilt thereutito, from the obligations which the Perſon deftroyed, 
may have laid upon:thoſe who were inftrumental in, and "y t£Ohis 
xuvine. (Foſe one periſh by the hands of thoſe, whom he may have in- 
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jored cither in their Perſons, Reputarions, or Intereſt, Is no mote 
what nfs Poemarngolaugus 1148 of among the unruly and Copa 
rate part of Mankind; but to hear that a Perſon is aſlaſſinated' by 
whom heſerved with the utmoZt Zeal and Fidelity,is a villany which norie 
bur prodigies of Ingratitude, and monſters of humane Nature,can be guil- 
ty of. Bur there is a certain Duke in the World, whom | ſhall for 
to name, whoſe temperſis to beſtow his Favours upon ſuch as have beeg 
his Majeſties Enemies, as well as the moſt profligate and baſeſt a- 
mong Men; and in the mean time recompenſe ſuch not only with negleCt, 
but hatred, whoſe Parents, as well asthemſelves, had hed their Blood,and 
ventured their Fortanes in the behalf of the King and the - Royal Cauſe. 
How true is that of Tacitse, lib. 4. Annal. Beneficta euſene lata ſave dim Vie 
dentur exolvi poſſe, ubi multum antevenere, pro gratis dium redditur. Kind- 
nefſes are acceptable while they may berepaid; but when they exceed 
all poſſibility of recompence;they meet yrith hatred inſtead of acknowledg- 
meut. There is no other way to be ſecure from the Malice of ſome ſort of 
People, than inthe place of obliging them, to keep them art defiance : For 
whereas they arealtogether uncapable of being won and ap du by Cour- 
tefies, they are neither to be chained 4 ds vr wi ing icf. 
And asall i have ſuggeſted, makes but too ſuitable an Introduftion into 
this following Diſcourſe of the Aſſaſſination of the Earl of Eſſex; ſo it is 
no {mall reflection uponthe Honour of the Natjan,and proclaims the exe- 
crablenefs of the FaCt,and impudent boldneſs ofthe Aftors, that they durſt 
perpetrate'this horrid Villany,not only in the Royal Priſon, where O-- 
vernment in'theaccount of the Law is reſponfable and pledge for the ſafe. 
ty of theCaptive,botin one of his Majeſties Palaces,where the King Him- 
ſelf is to be eſteemed Security for the preſervation and forthcoming of all 
who come under bis roof. The honourable Gentleman being the King's 
Priſoner, and deprived'of all means and advantages of defending himſelf :

World-into'a fuller view and:koowledge of this Helliſh Myſtery 
of Darkneſs, and be able to deteCt the- Contrivers of it, .and by-whoſe en- 
couragemeitiand Authority, that excellent though unfortupate Perſon was 
brought to an/untimely and bloody Death. In order whereunto weareto re- 
collect, how that after diverſe Gontrivances and Eſlays of invalving Prote- 
ſtants.in «qt. ng | _— ke the King _ the afynided 
Sovernment,. were; at lalt potle f a pretence- of a Conſpiracy 0 
this Nature, and had furniſhed themſelves with ſome Witneſſes, whoun- 
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dertook the ſwearing the beſt and chiefeſt Men'in the Kingdom, into a' 
Conjuration for levying War and deſtruction of his. Majeſty. But being 
conſcious that their Witneſſes were not of a reputation to win belief to 
what they-had prepared in charge againſt the . principal Patriots of our 
Religion and Laws, they reſolved to Murder the Ezrl of Eſſex, (being 
one of thoſe they had. committed, upon an Accuſation of being guilty of 
that pretended conſpiracy) and then to give out, that he had deſtroyed 
himſelf, from the ſhame and horror of being concerned in ſo treaſonable a 
deſign. This they judged to be the moſt effeCtual way to ſupport the cre- 
dit of their Witnelles, and gainover the Nationtogive Faith to the Truth 
and Reality of the Plot. For as his Majeſty's Miniſters knew what infamous 
Perlons moſt of the Witneſſes were, and how far from deſerving that any 
thing ſhould be received upon their Teſtimony ; ſo they were very ſen- 
ſible that the generality of the Kingdom, were not over-inclinable to be- 
lieve a Proteſtant Plot, there having been ſo many endeavours before, 
of impoſing upon them in this way and kind. This was the deſign in or- 
der to which the Murder of this honourable and innocent Perſon was con- 
trived and reſolved , and to this end did the Attormey-Generaland my Lord 
Chief FuStice with all the Eloqunerceand Artifice, as well as all the Malice 
they are Maſters of, endeavour to make it uſeful and ſubſervient. The 
Lord of Eſſex being committed ro the Tower for the Plot, and killing himſelf 
there, was more (lays the Attorney-General). than a thouſand Witneſſes to 
open the Eyes of the People, and confirm the belief of the Conſpiracy. * There 
was Digitus Deisz it, (ſays my Lord Chief Juſtice Feffreys) and enough to 
ſatisfie all the World of the Truth of the Conſpiracy, that the Earl of Eſlex beins 
Conſcious of the great gilt he had contratted i being concerned in it \, did 
rather than abide his 1rial, and for the avoiding the methods of Fuſtice in his 
oT7# particular caſe, ciroy himſelf. "The improvement of the Murder of 
that Noble Peer , to the eſtabliſhing the belief of a Plot, gives no ſmall 
ground to ſuſpect who were the contrivers of his Death; and upon what 
deſign they did firit Allailinate, and then endeavour to caſt and divert 
the infamy and guilt of it upon himſelf. But I hope. they will from their 
own ways of Argumentation, ailow us the liberty of inferring, that in caſe 
my Lord of Eſſex was not Felo de ce, that then there was no ſuch Prote- 
ſtant-Plot as they have hlled the World with the noiſe of, ſeeing the only 
motives upon which they ſuppoſe and alledge his having committed that 
unnatural Fact upon himſelt, were the reproach and horror of that Con- 
ſpiracy. - Nay we doubt not, but that all the honeſt and diſintereſte| = 
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of Mankind, will npon Conviction of their having deſtroyed that innocent 
Gentleman, become fully ſatisfied, that there hath been no ſuch Trea- 
- ſonable Combination, as his Majeſty's Miniſters have endeavoured to im- 
poſe the belief of, upon the Nation ; but that all is Court and Popiſh Sham, 
and only deviſed and framed for ſubverting our Liberties and Religion, by 
cutting off thoſe that had the integrity and courage to eſpouſe the Pro- 
tection and Defence of them. 

And as the End whereunto the unnatural Death of my Lord Eſex is ap. 
plyed and improved, ſhows by whom it was contrived and effected ; ſo 
the 7:4ing of that Murder, does further Evidence and Demonſtrate, where 
the guilt of it ought to be charged, and what ſervice it was calculated 
for the promoting off. For as if it had not been_ enough to Murder One 
innocent Perſon, ina way of the moſt barbarons violence imaginable, they 
reſolved to adjuſt it to ſuch a junCture of time, as that it might ſerve to 
facilitate and compaſs the ruine of another Noble Perſon, in the way of 
their Legal Forms, And therefore, no ſooner was my Lord Ruſſe! entred 
on his Trial for Life, upon an Indictment of being guilty of tnat preten- 
ded Conſpiracy for which the Earl of Efex ſtood committed, but they 
Aſlaſſinated the Ore in the Tower, and immediately diſpatched away the 
news of his having Murdered himſelf, to the 0/d-Baily, thereby to amuſe 
and prepoſſels the Fary, and byaſs them to Convict that Other Virtuous, No- 
ble and Innocent Perſon. And with what fatisfaQion in themſelves, as 
well as Malice and Artifice againſt the Priſoner at the Bar, did his Majeſty's. 
Council lay hold on the tidings, and apply them towards the begetting 
a belief of the guilt of that admirable Perſon who ſtood then arraigned, 
and whom they were at that very time haranguing and pleading out of 
his Life. As if it had not been enough to impreſs the Minds of a 7ury ſuffi- 
ctently prejudiced, and which to all Mens knowledge was groſsly partial, 
for the Actorney- General to ſay, * That my Lord Ruſlel was one of the Coun- 
cil, for carrying on the Plot with the Earl of Eſſex, who had that Morning 
prevented the Fiand of Juitice upon himſelf. Sr. George Feffreys comes after 
him, and adds in the winding up the Evidence to the F-ry, juſt before they 
went from the Barr, and without all doubt the better to mould and de- 
termine them to find the Arraigned Perſon Guilty, -| That there was nothing 
could be ſaid in favour of my Lord Ruſſel's Innocency, as towhat he was ac- 
cuſed of, but what might be more ſtrongly alledged in behalf of the Earl of 
Eſſex, who nevertheleſs from a Conſcioſreſ; of being guilty of that deſperate 
Conſpiracy, had brought himſelf to an untimely end, to avoid the methods of pub- 
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lick. Tu$ice, Yea, {o evident was it to all impartial Per fons, who werethen 
preſent at the Trial, that the Murder of the Earl of Efex,wes not perpe- 
trated by himſelf, but by others, and that it was timed and aGjuſted to that 
ſeaſon, in order to the influencing the Jury to give up my Lord Ruſſel with 
the more ealc,as a Sacrifice aud Victim to the rage ot the Court ; that a ve- 
ry noble Lord, who wasalways in the Intereſts of Whitehal, and who was 
then very zealous in the proſecution of thoſe &ccuſed for the Plot, being at 
that time on the Bench, did upon the hearing of my Lord of Eſſex's death, 
and who were then walking in the Tower when it fatally fellout, and up- 
on obſerving with what diligence,care,and artifice, the news was brought 
into Court, as my Lord Ruſſel was at the Bar,and how the King's Council 
thereupon acted their parts, riſe up in great conſternation from the 
Bench where he far, and pulling his Hat over his gyes, preſs'd out of Courr, 
ſaying he plainly ſaw the bottom of the Buſineſs, and all the Myſteries 
wrap'd up in it. And indeed ſuch influence and ſucceſs had the news of the 
Earl of Eſex's having murder'd himſelf, from tie ſhame and horrour he 
was under, for being concern'd in the Conſpiracy whereof my Lord Ruſſel 
ſtood then arraign'd, that divers of the Inqueſt have confeſsd and acknow- 
ledged, thatthe report of the Earl's death, eſpecially as improved and ma- 
naged by the King's Council,had greater power over their Minds for the 
convicting him, than all the other Evidence which was given, and that they 
do really believe they: ſhould never have found him guilty without the 
intervention of that fatal ſtroak,and the crafty application which the 
King's Councilat Law madeof it. Burt fo far was the Earl of Efex from 
entertaining any forgoing thoughts of murdering himſelf,or from calcula- 
ting | h: perpetration of it to that unhappy ſeaſon, thar the very day before 
my Lord Ruſſels Trial, (being alſo the day before his own Throat was cut) 
he gave private directions to his Steward, to place himſelf with all thecon- 
veriency in Court which he could at the ſaid Trial, the better to take the 
Evidence inſhort hand, inſtructing him withal how he might afterwards 
convey it to him for his peruſal, and to be maGeuſe of as he ſhonld have oc- 
caſion. And as the Earl of Eſex was a perſon of that Sedateneſs, Honour, 
and Yertue, that no rational or good Man can believe he would commit ſo 
horrid a crime upon himſelf; ſo ſuch was the entire friendſhip between 
him and my Lord Rel, that we mult renounce common ſenſe and reaſon, 
before wecan admit that the Earl of Eſſex would be guilty of ſo heinous an 
injury to hisdeareſt and beſt Friend, as to calculate and adjuſt the murder- 
ing himſelf to ſuch a ſeaſon, whici he muſt needs know would be too pro- 
bable a means, to derive the deſtruction of a perſon whom he infinitely va- 
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Having now ſhewnthe end unto which the murder of this incomparable 
Earl was deſigned and adapted, and the improvement which was made of 
it, not only through endeavouring to eſtabliſh thereby the belief-of a Pro- 
teſtant plot in general,but to compaſs and facilitate the ruine of that Reli- 
gious and Noble Perſon, my Lord K»ſſt in particular ; we ſhall asa fur- 
ther inducement to perſwade and convince the inquiſitive part of Man- 
kind, that ſome about St. Fames's and Whitehal were the Contrivers and 
Authoriſers of that barbarous aſlaſlination, lay open and unfold the motive 
and pique upon which it is done, and what it was which gave the original 
riſe to ſome Mens implacable malice againſt that Loyal as well as Vertuous 

"Perſon. And as it cannot be denied but this late noble Earl had received Ti- 
tles of Honour,and Places of truſt, Intereſt and advantage from his Ma jelt y, 
ſo it will be acknowledged that not only his Father but himſelf, had laid 
all che Obligations uponthe Crown, which it was poſſible for Subjects in 
way of Atting or Suftering to do. Nor is it leſs evident,that rotwithſtan- 
ding both the Father my Lord Capel's laying down his Life for Charles the 
Firſt, and the Engliſh Monarchy, and his Son Effex's manifold Suffering 
and Services for Charles the Second, and the Royal Family ; yet this ho- 
nourable Perſon, inſtead of quietly poſleſſing any longer the juſt Rewards 
of his Own and Father's Merits, or enjoying any more the wonted 
ſigns of his Prince's Favour, was not only debarred from, and deprived of 
the ReſpeCft and Confidence which his Majeſty had uſed to ſhew him, bur 
was become the ObjeCt of the Duke of York's implacable hatred,and bound- 
leſs malice. For tho'the Earl of Eſſex was a Perſon, whom nothing could 
corrupt from his Loyalty to the King and the eſtabliſh'd Government; yet 
he was alſo a ſincere and zealous Patriot of the Laws and Liberties of the 
Kingdom,and a conrageous Defender as wellas Ozner of the Proteſtant 
Religion. And as he was none of theſe-mercenary, baſe, and timorous 
Lords, who would either connive 2t, or concur in the IntroduQtion of 
Slavery ard Popery ; ſo he was one of the principal of thoſe Heroick and 
generous Peers,who had been aCtive im detecting the Popiſh C5 ſpiracy, 
and who had latoured with the greateſt indultry to prevent the effetts of 
that helliin Coxjuration of the Vatican, Leowvre, and St. Fames's, for the 
ex! irpation of the Reformed Worſhip, and the ſubverſion of the ancien; 
Laws ard Privilezes of Frcland. And 2s he was known to underſtand 
more of the nature and extenr of the Popiſh Conſpiracy , and who were 
concerned init , and to what degree, tha moſt perſ'ns in the Kingdom 
either were,or ever nad opportnnities for ; ſo nothing can be more certain, 
than that as hereby he became the moſt dangerous Man in the whole Na- 
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tion tothe Papilſts,but that he muſt conſequently be'the moſt ſpecial object 
of their Jealouſie,Fear,and Hatred, For as his publick Station in Ireland,as 
well as his having been long a Member of his Majeſty's Privy Council in 
England, furniſhed him with manifold advantages, which others wanted, 
of knowing the tendency, and penetrating into the bottom of all the De- 
ſigns and Councils which have been carrying on againſt our Religion and 
legal Government ; fo his ſcorning and abhorring to ſacrifice his Con- 
ſcienceand Honour,by either falling in with the Conſpirator's,or by avoi- 
ding to withſtand and oppoſe them in their Attempts for the IntroduCtion 
and Eſtabliſhment ot Popery and Arbitrarineſs, made them to think of all 
ways and means how to deſtroy him. And beſider theſe forementioned Ad- 
vantages which he had above other Men,of all knowing the demenſions of 
the Popiſh Plot ; he received no {mall acceſſion of light in that Aﬀair , by 
having bcenalwaysa Member of thoſe ſecret Commitrees, which had the 
Examination of Perſons, and InſpeCtion of Papers, concerning that deviliſh 
Conſpiracy. Nor was the Earl inſenſible of rhe danger he was in , upon 
this account, and accordingly was wont ſometimes to ſay to his intimate 
Friends, That as generally all the Papiſts, and more particularly ſuch of 
them as make the greatelt fizure inthe Kingdom, dreaded him by reaſon 
of the detection he was able to make of their horrid Machinations ; fo he 
could not be without apprehenſion, but that they would ſeek to deſtroy 
him in order tn prevent it. Alas, poor Eſſex / thy refpett to ſome whom 
| forbear to name, made thee wanting to ſave the Nation and thy ſelf, by 
revealing that while we had Parliaments, the knowledge whereof would 
have been a means to have prevented our ruine; and as thouart now ill re- 
warded for thy tenderneſs to thoſe ungrateful Men, ſo we are at once un- 
happily robb'd of the great Inttruments that could nave nnmasked Per ſons 
and | hings, and denied Parliaments, from whoſe legal Authority, as well 
as united Countels and Wiſdom, we can only, under God, hope for the 
preſervation of England from iecoming the Seat of Popery,and the Theatre 
of Tyranny. Norovght it to ſeem ſtrange that the Malice of the Papilſts, 
and of thoſe who have conſpired againi{t our Rights and Privileges, ſhould 
tranſport them to that meaſure & degree of rage,2gainlt a perton who had 
not only faithfully ſerved his Majelty and the Crown, but from whom they 
could expett no oppolition,but what was fountel.in the Anrhority of our 
Laws,and promoted in a Parliamentary way, and which the King him» 
telt 1s bourd by his Oath,as well as the Dnty and T ra!t repoſed in him,to 
tecond and 2ive countenance unto. For hbet:des divers Gentlemen of that 
1cmper, and Character, whom they have Celtroyed or condemned by ard 
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under a form of Law, but indeed-contrary to all the Laws of the Land, and 
againſt the worſt ar per. up inthe moſt abſolute and deſpotical times; 
there may he ſeveral Gentlenfen mentioned whom they have cut off with- 
out the form of any proceſs, meerly becauſe they either thought them- 
ſelves prejudiced and withſtood by them in their de'gns , or'were afraid 
of them, by reaſon of the diſcovery which they were able to give of their 
Corjurztions againft the Kingdoms, and of the Villanies they had commit- 
ted in ſabſerviency to the eſtabliſhment of Popery and Tyranny. For not 
to mentioneither the Condemnation of that moſt honourable Perſon the 
Earl of Argyle, nor the GondemnationandjExecution of that gallant Gen- 
tleman Colonel Sidney, nor the late barbarity uſed againſt their ancient 
Servant Sir Thomas Armſtrong, all which were directly repugnant to the 
Laws of the reſpe@ive Kingdoms , and contrary to all proceedings in o- 
ther criminal apd capital Caſes: Were not my Lord Lucas,Sir Robert Brooks, 
and Sir Edmundbury Godfrey, without being ſo much as arraigned. or accu- 
ſed, murdered by them, only becaule they either found them oppoſite to 
their Romiſh gnd Arbitrary Deligns , or knew them capable of revealing 
their helliſh Gpunſels and Actions againſt the Nation, the Eſtabliſhed Go- 
vernment,andthe Reformed Religion ? What Family in England had done 
or ſuffered mbre for Monarchy, and for his preſent Majeſty as well as his 
Father, than that of my Lord Lucas? Some whereof had facrificed their 
Lives,and all loſt their Eſtates. and Fortunes, upon the alone ſcore 2nd ac- 
count of their Loyalty ; and yet notwithſtanding all this, my late Lord 
Lucas could no fooner declare his jealoulie concerning the entrenchments 
which were making upon the Laws of the Land,and with zeal and courage 
avow his intergity in the Proteſtant Religion, and his reſolution to aſlert 
by all legal ways, theancient Rights and Privileges of En:land, but the 
Conſpirators againſt our Religion and Laws, contrived and reſolved the 
death of that worthy. Patriot,acd found means to poiſon him by ſuborned 
and hired Inſtruments. And for Sir Robert Brooks, though he had not been 
called to that ſervice for the Crown,nor had the misfortune to ſuffer in 
that degree for the Monarchy, which the former noble Perſon had ; yet he 
was never wanting in Loyalty to his Majeity, but always lerved him with 
faithfulneſs in his Capacity, and upon all occaſions expreſſed the vtmoſt 
readineſs to maintain and promote the Greatneſs of the King, and Hon-nr 
of the Throne : Nevertheleſs that worthy Gentleman had no ſooner ra- 
velled into the Burning of London, and traced that execrable Deed to St. 
Fames's,w hich as Chairman of the Commirtee,that was appointed to in ſpect 
and ſearch after the Authors of that dreadful Conflagration , he had, both 
OCCa- 
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occaſion and was juſtified by his place to do; but the Romiſh Faction who 
had perpetrated that horrid Villainy, took up a reſolution ro cut him off, 
partly in revenge of his Zeal and Service to the City and Kingdom in that 
matter, and partly to diſcourage others from medling in a point which ſo 
neerly touched ſome of the greateſt, as well as to prevent the publication 
of the reſearches and diſcoveries he had made And whereas Sr. Robert upon 
an entertainment of Apprehenſtons and Jealonſies in him{elf,as well as upon 
the warnings and informations he hadTeccived from Friends, of a delizn 
againſt his Perſon and Life, did on the Prorogarion ot the Parliament, with- 
draw the Kingdom to avoid their fury ; yet theſe implacable and blood- 
thirſty Men, who never pardoneither thoſe that aCtualiy have, or are in 
a capacity to injure them,hiredAſlaſſinates to dogg and purine him,whither. 
ſcever he went; who at laſt taking him at an advantage, drowned him in 
aRiver, where he was 2bout to waſh and refreſh himſelf. And for Sr. Ed: 
mundbury Godfrey, all that are not wilfully and perverſly ignorant, are 
fd fully inſtructed both of the barbarous Murder committed upon that 
Gentleman, and from what Motives and Inducements, and by whoſe coun- 
tenance and Authoricy he was Aſſaſſinated,that I ſhall not trouble my ſelfor 
the Reader by enlarging on that Villainous Fatt, which we have hitherro 
wanted the courage to make a Perſon at St. Fames's anſwer for, Updpt 
whole, it canbe no ſurprize to thinking and obſerving Perſons, to hear that 
the Earl of Eſex, was, by the Authority of the Dake of York, Mu:dered 
and Aſſaſſnated ; ſeeing it is no more, than what he and our Arbitrary and 
Popiſh Miniſters, have practiſed upon ſeveral others, whoſe oppokition, 
power, wiſdom and intereſt, they did not ſo dread and apprehend, as they 
did the Zeal, Courage, Integrity, Prudence and Figure,as. well as Eſteem 
inthe Kingdom, of that truly Great and Honourable Peer. 

As the Topicks which we havealready inſiſted upon, adminiſter ſufficient 
ground t» believe, that the Earl of Eſſex did not Murder himſelf, but was 
villainouſly Aſſaſſinated by others ; ſo ic is rendred more plain andevident 
from the Reports which were ſpread abroad, both of his Death and the man- 
ner of it, before that barbarous Fatt was committed, or at leaſt tefore 
the Fame of it could reach the places where it was told and related. It hath 
been always eſteemed- a rational ground of accuſing the Spaniards and 
Feſuits,” of the Aſlaſſination of Herry the Fourth of France; * thas the news 
of his Death was not only reported in Spain, Millan and Flanders ſome 
days, if not weeks, before the miſcreant Raviliack gave him the fatal ſab, 
but becauſe a Conrier paſſing through Luxemburgh both related the _ 
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of his;Death, a; Week before he was Murdered, and had the.impudence to 
declare that, he was carrying the Tidings of it ro the Princes of Germany, 
* The Committee of Parliament that bad the examination of the burning 
of London, Anno 1666. judged it no ſmall Evidenee that the City was burnt 
on deſign,and through the treachery of the Papiſts, that the news of it had 
not only been: reported in divers parts of Enghard betote that fatal con; 
flagration fell out, but written from beyond Sea as the diſcourſe which the 
Jeſuits entertained their Favourites and Privado's with. Nay it was both 
one of the firſt means of diſcovering by whoſe contrivance Sr. Edmundbury 
Godfrey had been Murdered, and was alſo yrged, and allowed upon My Lord 
Stafford's Trial, as a proof of the Papiſts being guilty of that. Aſſaſſination, 
that the news of Sr. Edmund's being killed, was related fixty or ſeventy 
miles off in the Country before it was known at London what was become of 
him. Nor indeed can it be imagined how matters of Fact, thould come to be 
told, before they are aCted or cofimitted, but by granting that ſuch things 
were reſolved upon and deſigned, and that they tame to be vented and 
talked off, by reaſon of the blabbing humour either of ſome Perſons acceſſa- 
ry to the Contrivance, .or entruſted with the knowledge of what had been 
agreed unto, and determined in more ſecret Caba/'s. So that we may ra- 
tionally hope, the ingenious part of Mankind wil] eſteem themſelves mach 
enlightned inreference to the manner of the Earl of Efſex's Death, and eria- 
bled to conclude who were the Contrivers aud Perpetrators of the Vil- 
lainous Aſlzſlination of that renowned Perſon, if we repreſent unto them, 
with all the diſtin{tneſs we can, the Reports which went of. it, both-in City 
and Country before the Commiſſion of the abominable FaCt,. or at leaſt be, 
fore the tidings-could rezch the places where it.veas ſpoken and:diſcourſed. 
Nor will it be unfit to begin with that, which.a Woman of Quality hath re- 
lated to Civers Perſons, and which ſhe is ready to ſwear in the preſence of 
any Magiſtrate when called thereunto; namely. that *being the day before 
the Earl of Efex's-Deati, beſtowing a 'vilit upon ſome of her acquaintanee, 
and there happening, in that converſation, adiſcourſe concerning that un, 
fortunate Gentleman Sr. Ednumabiry Godfrey, who. becauſe of tae intelli- 
gence he hadreceived from Coleman, 32S well as the Depolition mace before 
him by Dr. Oats, aboutthe Popi(h Conſpiracy againſt the Kingand the Go- 
vernment, was barbaronſly Murdered, Amo 1678 a Gentleman then. in 
Company took the fregdom and-boldnels to fay, That there would appear on 
the Morrow, another Sr . Edmundbury Gotirey, This though the Lady could 
not at that time fathom & comprehend, yet being ſurprizec with the cxpreſ:

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:fion, the relatedit to her Sier, thatevening when ſhe came hawe.' And 
pon hearing the next dy that the Earl of Eſſex was murder'd, and how it 
was reported that he ſhould have cut his own throat zthe poor Lady, tho? 
ſtrangely al-rm d with the news,conld not but immediately make this re- 
fleCtion,tbat what ſhe bad ptr dnlr over night as a parable and myſtery, 
was theri decyphered and unritied,ard that the Earl mult needs havecome 
to that untimely end,þy the treachery & villany of others. To this we ſhall 
ſubjoin what Mrs:4fewx, + Gerttewoman who alſo lives th' London, was 
ready to depoſe npon Oath, relaritlg to a previous report of this nature, 
at Mr. Braddon's Trial : For being on- Thurſday the 12th. of Jaly ( which 
was the day before my L,. of Effz's death) travelling with ber Daughter in 
a Coach from the City dowr'ro Berk:fhire ;, ſhe'is ready to ſwear that her 
Daughter then told her how ſhe had heard it reported, That one of the 
Lords committed for the late Plotzhad Cat his throat inthe Tower. Which 
fully evidenceth, that there was a diſcourſe not only of his death, but the 
manner of it, antecedently to his fatal and tragicalend. Barthe Daughter 
being with Child, and near her time, and therefore not daring to venture 
abroad; much leſs into the Court at Mr. Bredgon's Trial; my Lord Chief 
Juſtice would not ſufter the Mother ' (tho? ſhe-was there and ſworn) to be 
examined, aHedging, that becauſe ſhe conld not depoſe on her own know - 
ledge, but only on the report of her Daughter , it was no evidence, and 
therefore againſt all judicial forms toadmit it.

This poor Fel- 
low both abhorring in himſelf what he had ſeen, and conceiving the greateſt 
deteſtation/imaginable, againſt all che Villains who, had beea:acceflory to it, 
was neuher able to conceal his knowledge of what he: had: ſeen, nor his: re- 
ſearments of ſo horrid a Fact, bur at the ſame time had not the prudence 
to diſtinguiſh berwixt Perſons, who without damage to the Author, 
might be entruſted with ſo1mportant a Secret; and thoſe who at firſt would 
ſeem forward enough to hear it, but would withal make their advantage 
by revealing it ro ſuch as would reward them and deſtroy him. Whence it. un-

Bur tho the Confpirators and 
Afﬀaſſinates had thus by a fecond Murder delivered themlſelves-from the ap= 
prehenſions they werein of being detected for the firſt; yet there aroſe ano+ 
ther Perſon, who as he had better opportunity of knowing the whole Myſte- 
ry of my Lord of Efſex's Death than Meak the Sentinel had; ſofrom remorſe 
of Conſiience for what he had been acceſſory unto, and.from an-abborren 
of thar bloody Fatt which he ſo well knew the Authors and Perpetrators 

he a to diſcourſe and communicate it with ſhame and loathing toothers. 
The Perſon whom I mean was Mr.Hawley, a Warder of the Tower, who 
lived in- Winchefter-ſtreet, being a Perſon both far Reputation and Eſtate, far 
above that Hawley, in whoſe Houſe the Earl of Efſex was Priſoner when his 
'Throat was cut, and therefore one without whoſe kno wledg,conſent and con» 
tribution, ir cannot be ſuppoſed to have been done. And by how much he was 
not only more-capable-than others todereCt the whole villany of chat Noble 
Mans Death, and lay open the enormous Crime in all the Parts and Branches 
of ir, but was of better Credit than the Sentinel, and more likely to obtain Be- 
lief from the World ia what he ſhould declare, by ſo much was he to be e- 
ſeemed for a moſt dangerous Perſon to the Conſpirators, and to be treated as 
one from whom they might dread the moſt fatal Miſchief.cothemſelves as well 
as their cauſe. Hence the Intelligence was no ſooner conveyed tothe Duke of 
York and thereſt ofthe Funto,that Hewley had beentalking ſuch things con- 
cerning the Earl of Eſex*s Death, which it concerned them no lefs than both 
their Livesand Honors to have concealed; but they reſolv'd to deſtroy him,and 
thereby prevent his-prating for the future, and being able to tell any Tales. 
And being informed that he'was- inquiring where he might purchafe an E- 
Rate, they employ one' to tempt him out of Town, under pretence of his 
ſeeing-a parcel of Land that was to- be fold.

And as all perſons, 
pretengding-to. Wiſdom, or who are regardful of their Reputation,- will ac-, 
count theraſelyes obliged to at-under the ConduQ, ang Guidance of this 
Rule and Principle ; - ſo of all Men, .. thoſe in Authority are moſt concerned 
not to take upon them the ſheltering of thoſe-that are aſperſed with infamous 
Crimes, nor to Countenance- and advange fuch whom. the cry of a 
Kingdom chargeth with a barbarous, .enormous, and execrable Fact. . Bur 
to that. impudence in. Villany as well as contempt of Honour and Credit are 
the Duke of Tork and the Gentlemen ofthe Popiſh JuaRto and Cabal arrived; 
that they not only cauſe ſecretly Murder fuch as would diſcover a great and 
hainous Offence againſt God and Mankind, but they dare openly and.in the

' But, to put it beyond all poſſibility of any rational ContradiQtion that, the 
Earl of Eſſex did nor cut' his own Throat, but that he was maſſacred b 
others ; I ſhall demonſtrate the impoſlibility of it, as the manner of his Deat 
1s repreſented in the Coroners Inquiſition, and declared in the Depoſitions of 
the Chyrurgeons who view'd the Body, and ſearch'd and examin'd the fatal 
Wound. And where there 1s a natural impoſſibility that a thing ſhoald be 
Jo or ſo done, all the Informations of the World to the contrary ſerve tono 
other. end but to declare the 'Perjury of the Informers. A matter that is 
naturally impractible ought not to be credited, tho? never ſo many ſhould 
have'the irmpudence to ſwear they ſaw it done. But asthe rage of the Con- 
ſpirators and 4ſſeſſinates tranſported and hurry'd them to commit the bar- 
barous Fact in ſuch a manner, that all who have not-abjur'd common fenſe 
as well as reaſon, muſt acknowledge, that it wasnot practicable in that way 
and manner, or athing that could be done by the-Earl of Eſex himſelf; fo 
their malice corrupted and blinded their judgments to that meaſure and de- 
pree, that the Inſtrument which they have choſen. and pitch'd upon as the 
-- Tool, Weapon,& Mean by which it was done,renders the doing it by my Lord 
-impoſlible in it ſelf, -and unworthy to. be: beliey'd, except by the grofleſt 
of Fools, or the worlt of Knaves, who never conſider how far a matter ei- 
ther is or can be true, . but only what may conduce to their Profit, or gra- 
tifie their malice, to take up and admit. And how conſpicuous is the Wiſe 
dom as well as Righteouſrieſs of God, in infatuating villanous Men; .{o 'to 
accompliſh and perpetrate their V illanies, as' that-their Folly ſhall dete& 
their Guilt, and the Marks and CharaQters of Stupidity as well as Rage left 
upon the Fact ſhall reveal the Authors of it, let them do all they canto 
transfer and abdicate it from themſ&ves, and to charge and faſten it upon 
- athers! Now the Coroners Inqueſt in their Inquiſition made che 14.th of Fuly, 
1683. concerning the Earl of £ſex's Death, do upon their Oaths, trom the 
Depoſitions of ſuch, Witneſſes as they thought ht to examine, give us this 
' account of the way and manner of it: That tbe Eorl of Eſlex being the 13th 
"day of July alone in bus Chamber, did with a Razor voluntarily and felo- 
niouſly cut bus Throat, giving unto himſelf: one mortal Wound, cut from one 
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uguley to the othcr, and by the Aſpera Arteria,- and the Wind-pipe 'to the 
Vena of the Neck, Geh Fugulars being tbroughly divided; of which 
ſaid mortal Wound; the ſaid Earl of Eſſex inſtantly died. And to this Ac> 
count fo far as relates to.the Nature of the Wound,: do the Informations 
upon Oath of Robert Sherwood and Robert Andrews, two Chyrurgions, 
called to view the Body of the faid Earl fully agree. For Robert Sherwood 
ſwears, that having viewed the Throat -of the Karl of Eflex, be finds that 
there is a large wound, amid that the Aſpera Arteria-or Wind pips, and the 
Gullet with the jugular Arteries, are all divided. +And Robert Andrews 


depoſeth'to the ſame purpoſe, namely, That having wiewed the Throat of 


tbe Lord of Eſſex, be found that it vas cut from one jugular to the other, and 
through the Wind-pipe and Gullet into-the Vertebres of the Neck, both ju- 
gular Veins being alſs quite divided, And as the firſt thing obſervable-in the 
Coroners Inquelt about my Lords Death, is, that his Throat was cut 
with a Rzor, ſo it is needful the World ſhould know that the- Razor 
which Bomery in his Depoſition before the ſajd Inqueſt, fwears to be 
the ſame wherewith he gave himſelf the fatal and mortal Wound, was 
a ſmall French Razor of about four Inches and a half long. at moſt, 
without any Spill or Tongue at the end .of the Blade,. as all Razors 
of rhe Engliſh Form and Faſhion have ; fo that the Razor being of that 
Make, Proportion, and Extent, it 1s as evident as any demonſtrated Pro- 
blem in Euclid, that it could not be uſed but upon. holding it by the 
Blade, and that in order to the holding it with: ſtsength and ſteddineſs 
requifite to the making ſuch a Wound, the Fingers and Hand muſt 
graſp and faſten upon no leſs than two Inches of x. The ſecond thing 
remarkable from the Inquifyion of the Caroner, and the Depolitions of the 
Chyrurgions, refers to the extent and dimenſion of this deplorable and dead- 
ly Wound. Which as they all acknowledge to have reached from Fugslay to 
Juguler in lengrh, and to the Vertebre of the Neck in depth; fo acerta 
Gentleman who faw the Wound before ever the. Jury did, affirms that 
it begun at the ſide of the Neck-Bone behind the left Fugular, and extended 
to the Bone of the Neck beyond the Right, being betwixt eight and nine 
Inches ini Dimenſion from one {ideto the other, and that it ſo nearly ap- 
proached unto and pierced into the YVertebre, that had it light on a Joint 
it would have cut off his Head inſtead of meerly cutting his Throat. 
And I may upon what is here confefled and ſworn, confidently ſay, that 
no Man could cut his own Throat after the rate and manner, and to that 
meaſure and extent, that the Earl of Eſſex's was cut. Nor did I ever ſpeak 
with Phyſician or Chirurgion, who was fo. far above the dread of the 

and St, ; nor as to dare venture the giving his Opinion, but he would 
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readily acknowledge and confirm it with unanſwerable Reaſons, that it was 
ble that the Earl of Efex.ſhould have given himſelt that mortal Wound, 
or cut his T'hroat in the manner it- appears to have been done. For the. 
Razor being in the whole length but four-Inchesand a half,and two Inches of 
theſe being neceſlary at the the leaft to be held and graſped inthe hand in or- 
der to the uſing and managing of-it ; it is not imaginable how with the other: 
two inches and a half both-the Fugulars cauld be divided at one ſtroke, and 
a gaſh made, which extended noleſfs than eight Inches from one {ide to 
the other. There-is no Man that iz verſed in Chyrurgery or. the Anatomy, 
of the humane'Body, -but will find himſelf obliged ro own, that it 1s alro- 
gether .impoſlible thar.after the cutting the. oze Fugs/ar, there ſhould remain 
life and ſtrength foricarrying forward the Wound, to the dividing. the other.. 
Nor. can there be any thing more certain in Nature, - then that there would 
have been ſuch an effuſion of Spirits and Blood upon dividing the firſt Jugu- 
lar, that all L'fe and Motion would have immediately cealed, and that there 
would have been no ſtrength lefr co puſh forward the laſtrument ro the ſe- 
cond ſo as todiſſc4 it. \Belides,there being no more of the Razor beyond the 
hand which held the Razor,than about two Inches and a halfof the blade that 
could be uſed andapplied.tothe making the Inciftzon in: the Throat.; how is 
it poſlible that a Gaſh or Wound of four inches deep (for of that-dimenfion 
it was from the outhide of the Guller, where the hand muſt lie to the Yerte- 
bre ofthe Neck where the Inciſion terminated;) . could be made by an In-- 
ſtrument of two inches and a halt long, "Theſe being plain and direct. 1m- 
poſlibilities, it neceſſarily follows that the Earl of Efſex did not deſtroy bim- 
ſelf, but that this helliſh murder was committed upon him by the hands of. 
bloody and hired Ruffians. Nor indeed was a Razor the Inſtrument which 
they made uſe ofupon this villanous Occaſion, but it was done by one. of an 
other kind as well as-form and figure, and whichas they had prepared and 
provided on purpoſe, ſo it was much more convenient for the perpretatioa 
ofthe Fat. Butit would have too palpably betrayed the Aftors, to have 
ſuffered thatto have lain by the mafſacred Body, or to have let it be ſeen- 
by any honeſt and indifferent perſons who might throng in among others, 
to view and look upon the bleeding Corps. And of all the Inftruments which . 
they could.have thought upon, a Razor, eſpecially of the faſhion which that 
was, that they threw down by my Lords Body after they had murdered him, 
was the moſt unkt: for an Inciſfion in the Throat of thoſe dimenſions, as 
the Wound whereby they treacherouſly killed him, evidently appears to 
have been. A certain Gunner in the Tower, who may be ſuppoſed not al- 
together a ſtranger to this Afﬀair, pitched upon a more convenient and 


proper 


*proper Inſtrument for/the doing of it, when about Nine of the Clock that 
morning he reported the Death of - my Lord in a place-not far diſtant. from 
hence, -ſaying the/Earl of Eſſex had cut. his "Throat with a Caſe- Knife, 
wherewith he had/ been carving a Pigeon for his Breakfaſt. And had they 
I d, they would have rather erder'd fuch- an Inftrument to 
| the Body, - in order to blind and decerve the World about 
the manner of his Death, than the ſmall French Razor which i have deſcri- 
bed; and by whichthey have endeavour'd-to make men believe the gafſtful 
and fatal Wound was made. But if a Parliament come to fit again in England, 
or if his Majeſty wil! grant a Pardon to ſuch Witnefſesas we are ready to pro- 
duce, and allow a Writ of Meliws Inquirendum concerning the Death of this 
Noble Peer before equal and impartial Judges, we ſhall both deſcribe the 
Inftrument he'was killed by, and prove thetruth of what we ſay by perſons 
who'faw the whole bloody and tragical Tranſaction,” and are as Acceflaries 
roo far concern'd in thathorrid Murther, 

Nor want there proofs of my Lord's being treacheroufly aflafſinated by 
others, and that he was not a Fel/on-of himſelf, fromthe Teftimonies of theſe 
very Witnefles which were produc'd both before the Coroners Inque#, and 
at Mr. Braddon's Trial,' to fwear that the Earl of 'Eſſex had cut his own 
Throat. And tho' it may be pardonable in the Coroner upon the Inquiſition 
into the manner of my Lord's Death, to have admutted the Depoſetions of 
Bomeny and Ruſſel, there being not then ſo juſt ſuſpitions of rheir guilt in this 
matter; as afterwards they were ;-yet for my Lord Chief Fuſtice to allow them 
.as- competent Witnefles in that affair, when the preſumptions 6f .their being 
acceſſory to that Murther were fo ſtrong, as they plainly appeared from 
the whole ſcope and tendency of that which was ſworn, ſaid, and alledged in 
Mr. Braddon's behalf at the foreſaid Trial, was the greateſt affront imagi- 
nable to Jaſtice, and'argu'd a moſt criminal partiality : For with what equi- 
ty could Bomeny*s Teſtimony be admitted to deſtroy cuther the truth or pro- 
* bability of myKord*s being 'aſlaſfinated by others, ſeeing it muſt be granted 
Tthat-in caſe the Earl of Eſſex was treacherouſly murder'd, Bomeny being 
the only Servant who then waited upon him, muſt be an Actor in, or at 
leaſt an Acceffary to it. And what is-this, but to admit a Fellow under 
The bigheſt prefumptions of Guilt to be a Witneſs in. his own Cauſe, . and 
'to allow” his Teſtimony as a ſufficient Vindication from the moſt perfi- 
'dious as well 1s barbarous Crime that could be committed;' and which to 
bave acknowledged, would have derived upon him the-ſeyereſt puniſh- 

ent. And the ſamemay be ſaid of my Lord Chief Fuſtice's partiality and un- 
reaſonableneſs, in ſuffering-Ruſſe!'s Teſtimony to paſs for good and legal Evi- 
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denee in the matter and caſe that we are diſcourfing of: For Ruſſe! being” 
the perſon who that morning my Lord was -murder'd attended - upon him 
as his Warder, muſt -ikewife have been either an Actor in, or Acceſlary 
to,. the Cruelty that was commitred on him. Nor can it be otherwiſe 


thought than that he, who, contrary tothe duty of his Place, and the Truſt | 
re {din him, inſtead of afliſting and defending my Lord when forcibly 


affaulted, would conſent -unto, or at leaſt conmive at, the violence com- 
mitted -upon him, ſhould -alfo, for the ſaving himſelf as well as athers from 
the puni{hment of the ſaid Crime, transfer the Murther -from himſelf, and 
charge irtpon my Lord : For as Ruſſe] was ſet at my Lord's door, to prevent 
2ny endeavours 'which might have been ufed by himſelf or . others for an 
Efcape; ſo one main end of-his being poſted there, was to ſee'that no. Vio- 
Tence ſhould be committed upon the Priſoner. - Bar, ro diſauiſs this, without 
furtherenlarging upon-it, I ſhall, in proof 'that my Lord of Eſſex did not 
murder himfelf, but was affaſſinated:by-others, obferye the Contradictions: 
that are in the Informations of the Witneſſes abourthe manner of his Death, 
and the *Circumſtances relating to-it, and how-they diſagree not only -one 
with another, but gainſay themſelves in their Teſtimonies. - It hath. always 
been admitted 'as a ſufficient ground of disbeleving Wimefles, andof judg- 
Ing them'to'ſwear falſly, when their Teſtimonies, -inſtead of 'being'either 
harmonious and- coherent-in themſelves, -or conſonant and agreeable one to- 
another, do both interfere with, and contradict themſelves, and each other; 
For as 'Truth is always uniform and conſiſtent, ſo-Falſhood is contradiQi- 
ous and various, Now, that this may the better appear, and that all men 
may-ſee I do neither irpoſe upon the  Witnefles, 'nor 'endeavour; to de- 
ceivethe World; I ſhall tranſcribe the. two Informations which were ſworn 
by Bomeny and Ruſſel before the Coroner andthe Inqueſt, when they fate on 
my Lord's Body upon an T»qui/ition after the manner of his Death, and: by 
what means he came to his fatal end. Paul Bomeny in his Depofitien made up- 
on Oath the 14th of Fuly, 168 3; ſaith, That-when:my:Lor to Captain 
Hawley's, which was the 3 1th of that momb," wmy'Lord ask'd him for a Pen- 
knife to pare his Nails, as he was wont to do: To which the Informant anſwe- 
red, being come int haſte he had not brought it, but he would ſend for one; and 
accordingly ſent the Footman with a Note for ſeveral things for my Lord, a- 
mong ft which the Penknife was inſerted; and that the Footman went and 
- gave the Bill to my Lord's Steward, who ſent the Proviſions, but not the-Pen-- 
knife, only told the Footman' he would: get one the'next day; That when the 
Footmin was come, my Lord as d if the Penknift was'come, to which the In- 
formant anſwer dhe ſhould have #4 the next day ;, and accordingly on the 12th- 


inthe morning, before my Lord of Eſſex was up, the Informant ſent the Foot- 
man :

-while after he went down ſtairs, and ſoon after came the Foot-man with the 
:Provifions, and brought alſo a Pen-knife, which the Informant put upon bus 


Bed, and thoug bt: my Lord had no more need of it, becauſe be thought be had Af 
paired bu Nails, and then the Informant came up to niy Lords Chamber about 
18 or 9 in the Forenoon, on Eriday the 13th. of July, with, a little Note from p-: 


the Steward ; but nat finding bis Lord in the Chamber, went to the Cloſe:ſtool 
Cloſet-Door, and found it ſhut, and be thinking bis Lord was buſre there, went 
dowy and Fay'd a little, and carne up again, thinking hu Lord bad been come 
ont of the Claſet, and finding him not in the Chamber, he knock'd at the Door

Neither is there any thing mareadapted arid proper, as well as needful -to- 
Us a diſcovery, whether a perſon have fallen by his own bands, or the 
nds of others, than this received cuſtcm atd practice, is upon inany  fre- 
nent and repeated experiences,found to have been : For how many circum- 
{tances,not only may,but do ofren occur,from an obſervation of the ſite and 
poſture wherein the Body is ford, from aniuſpeRion of the narks,tokens 
and impreſſions left upon the Cloaths which the party deſtroyed wore, ani 
froma view,of the footſteps, ſymproms,*andſighs, whith the.place where 
the Fatt was commitred,and the Body fell;may yield and afford ; all which 
may have their-vſefulneſs and rerndency, to give light urto the Jury that is 
to fit upon the Body, and whoſe Duty and Office it is to make enquiry in- 
to the mariner of the perſon's death. But leſt the Earl of Efex ſhonld: have 
been ſound to have come to his erd after another marner,ard by other ways 
ard means, than was fate or convenient for ſome people to have known 
ard believed , therefore were all things otherwiſe carried, and the: cu- 
ſtom of the Nation in caſes ct this nature,not only fegleCted and deſpiſed, 
bot with the greateſt impadence imzginable violzted and aQted contrery 
unto: For beſides their taking my Lord's Bcdy ont of the Cloſct where it waz 
found, and by conſequence ought to have lain, they did gpt only uncleath, 
ſtrip, 2rd waſh it; but alſo waſli'd both. the Cloſet where it, was 
found, and the Lodging-Chamber into and through which we mult fiipbol: 
the perſons to have come, .if any aſſaſſination was by the violent hands of 9- 
thers committed upon him. Yea,and as if all this had not been toodering 
+3 it ſelf, and enough to adminiſter a juſt. ſuſpition to all Mankind, of ſome 
villany petpetrated'wpontheperlon of.this noble Lord; they proceeded fur- 
ther, evento the carrying away the very Cloaths,which they-would;ngr py 
'much as allow. the Jury'ro ſce,tho' ſore of the Cororer's Inqueſt had the wat 
and ſeeming ingeruity as te call for them. 1 do r.or effirm, ror would. 1 have 
IC 
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it thought,that all theſe irregularities were committed before the Coroner 
himſelf ſaw the Body 3, for I have heen well informed, andam fully, ſatisfied 
to thecontrary, and have reaſon to believe that he was prevailed ypon to 
confentand give way to the doing of theſe abſurd and illegal things : But 
thatwhich4 aſſrt, and which will be proved, if occaſion be, both by the 
ſeveral Members of the Jury it ſelf, and bydivers other perſons ,' who ſaw 
the Body before the time of the Coroners Inquiſition, is, that theſe irregu 
rities were committed and done ere ever the Jury,who were to be the Jud- 
of the manner of my Lord E//ex's death,were admitted,ot indeed could 
to a ſight of the Corps : Foras the Coroner's [nqueſt neither ſat ypon,nor 
ſaw the Body till the 14. of Faly in the forenoon, ſo all theſe irregular things 
had been done the 13.being the ſame day. on which my Lord was kill'd. Now 
beſides many other circumſtances which the Jury might have obſerved de- 
teftive of,and ſerving to diſcover the manner of my Lord Eſſex's death, had 
allthings beea ſuffer'd to remain as they wereat the moment when his Body 
was found ; and as they ought, according to the caſtom ofthe Kingdom, 
and the praCtice in all caſes of that nature, to have done, there would have 
appeared three remarkable things to them, which had ſerved toconyvince all 
Men, who had a ſpark of Reaſon, or degree of Honeſty, that this great and 
honourable Peer, did nor deſtroy himſelf, but was maſlacred by hired and 
ſaborned Ruffi ins. The firſt whereof would have been the print of « bloody 
foor upon one of my Lord's Stockings, which ſeeing it could not be an impreſſion 
made by himſelf, muſt neceſſarily have bcen tle effelt of a moit perfidious 
cruelty exerciſed upon him by others. Nor is thisa fiſtion of mine, raiſed 
to vindicatethe Memory of the Earl of Eſſex from the guilt and infamy of 
ſo bsſe and enormous a Crime , nor given out to baffle and diſcredit the 
belief of the late Plot 3 and'deliver the Conſpirators from the reproach 
and danger which that pretended Combination had derived upon them 
much leſs is it invented: to defame the King , caſt an aſperſizn upon the 
Government, andenflame the Nation ; but there are Eye-witneſles ready 
ts ſwear it 3 anPone as remote from all likelihood of being the Author 
of a grouddleſs and Romantick Fable, as any Man, affirmed it before the 
Coroner and Jary, when they ſat apon anloquiſition intothe manger of my 
Lord's death: For Samuel Peck, a Servant of the Earl of Eſſex's, and who 
hadjuſt brought the Proviſions which Bomeny by my Lord's order,had wri- 
ten tothe Steward for,as the perfidions Raſcal was running down Stairs, 
crying ont,that my Lord had kill'd himſelf,and that he had found his Body 
h dentin the Cloſet,did thereupon, being furprized by Bomeny's report,runjſup 
ito the Chamber, where he ſaw bis Maſter lying in the Cloſer with a great 
part 
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part of bis legs reaching out of the Cloſet door, and the of a bloody: foot: up* 
one þ fr Srkin, rf 4 far convinced this ed rye unbi ren 
violence committed upon the Earl of Eſex's Perſon, that he immediately 
cryed out, They heve murdered my Lord, Nor is Peckthe only Wigneſs whoM 
we can produce to teſtifie this, but there are others alſo ready to confirm. it 
upon Oath, whenſoever his, Majeſty will be pleaſed -to take them into his 

roteCtion, and indemnifie them from the acceſſion they are guilcy of, ro thak 
horrid and bloody Murder. Bur before | diſmiſs Peck, there is one thing fur- 
ther obſervable, namely,that having among other things brought Wine for 
my Lords own drinking, Ruſſel and others of that fellow's ſtamp and come 
plexion_ who ſtood by,ftell a jeering the poor Man, telling him the Winecame 
too late for my Lord to drink, but that he had brought ir very ſeaſonabl 
for his Faneral. Nor is this-the only circumſtance which would have af- 
forded the Coroners. Jury matter of Evidence and Light, asto the manger of 
the Earb of Eſex's Death, had not the Bady been medled with, bus ſuffered 
to continue in the place and poſture as it fell;butthere would have appeared 
a ſecond circumſtance of as great imporrance and fignification iu it Flr and 
as ſerviceable as the former,to have diſcovered the barbarous violence com- 
mitted upon this innocent ard excellent Perſon. For not only Afery Jobn fon, 
the woman who was then Servant in the Warders houſe where my Lord was 
a Priſoner ; and who afftrm$that ſhe ſaw my Lords Body, as ſoon as either 
Bomevy or Kuſſel did 3+ but-ſeveral other Perſons bees her, have confeſſed, 
That the neck, or middle of my Lord's crevat, was cut in four pieces, Sgrely if m 
Lord (as Bomeny tells us) had taken off his Peruke and hung it up z.becaule 
as the Villain would have the World believe, he could not ſo conveniently 
have cut his Throat with the Peruke on ; he would for the-ſame Reaſon, 
have much rather laid aſide his Crevat, being noleſs than three times about 
his Neck, and more apt to hinder the accompliſhment: of that uanatural 
Falt (which the inidous and perjured Raſcal hath endeavoured to father 
Bpon him) than the Peruke was And therefore as it- is unreaſonable to 
think otherwiſe, but that the Earl of Efex would have laid ty his Crevat;z 
had he de{vzned to commit that violence apor; himſelf; ſoit gives juſt ſuſpi- 
cion that he was Aſlaſſinated by. others, thathis. revat was about bis Neck;.

preſs the Evidence and Light, which this circumſtance would have given into 
the-manner:of my Lord!£fex's death, 'and to prevent the queſtioning ſuch, 
as might thereupon: have been ſaſpefted and apprehended for afſaſſjnating 
and'murdering that Vertuous and Noble Peer. | But beiidesthetwo forego. 
ing circumſtances, which would have ſerved to detect the manner of my 
Lord's death; and the violence which had been uſed to bring him to his un- 
timely End, therewas a Third of-as great weight and moment as either-of

not admit to have narrowly ſearched into. For whereas according to the.

Thats ivt can hardly proceed ſlowly, nor ſearch diligently ewough in what con-. 
cerns the lift or death of a man ;, {0 there were many lingular and. weighty. 
reaſons; ariſing from the worth and quelity of the Perſon, the place end. 
condition my Lord of Eſſex was then in, the benefit or prejudice which. 
were likely to<nſue to others, as his death ſhould be found to be compaſl- 
ſed by this or that means, which ſhould have influenced the Fury to yle all 
the urmolſt ſcrutimy. and diligence imaginable - in their Erquiry into - the 
manner of that Noble Wan's death. But inſtead of this, the Fry was little 
ſooner met (which by the way was: at a publick houſe. in the Tower. whi- 
ther the Corvner-had adjourned thear after they had ſeen the Body): than 
a meſſage was ſent them ro-make haſte in their Inquiſition becauſe one weited: 
ro carryst rorbe King. Not that I would perſwade the. World they. had any 
Authority from his Majeſty to vie ſuch an Expreſſion,. or. that the King ; 
was 80t willing they ſhould take time to examine things throughly as well 
a$ with gravity and leaſare, but that there were ſome great Men and very 
near his Perfon who gave order to make uſe of his name, in order to the 

eventing 'the reproach and publick guilt, which a due, calm,. impar-. 
tfal,and leafiirely Enquiry of the Jury into that matter, would have ſubjected - 
and made them obnoxious unto. Nor can I. believe that Hawly the Warder 
who was one of thoſe that ſent the forementioned Meſlage tothe Jury;either. 
would-ordurſt have done it, and much leſs have namedthe King, .but that . 
he had expreſs command and warrant from ſome in power for the deing 
of it, and that there were ſome Men of the firſt quality, who for reaſons 
well known to.themſelves, were exceeding backward and averſe to the. 
kaving the manner of the Earl of E/ſex's death too critically ſearched into. 
Kot beſides the.method which.I have mentioned that was ufed towards 
the Jury to hinder a due /nqusſirion into the matter they were met abour, . 
and to frighten and intimidate them from tracing things too far,there was a 
ſend: pallage and much more aſtoniſhing than the. former, in the bena-. 
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riour of ſame people towards the Corner's Inqueſt, while they were afſem< 
bled and fitting, about the Earl of Efex's.death : For.ofie of the Jury having 
obſerved, that tho' they had been admitted to view the Body, yet they had: 
not ſeen the Cloaths which my Lord wore: when he was kilſd , but that 
they had beentaken off, and were carried-away, did thereupon ask to ſee 
the Cloaths which my- Lord had on when that nnfortunate thimg fell our, 
ard in which he was found dead. ' One would think, that a more motelt, 
juſt, and neceſlary demand; could not have been made; and1 rake the con- 
fidence to fay,the:Jury ought rotto have proceeded to a Verdict, till they 
had been complied witkour it, unleſs upon the denial of ſo righteous a Re- 
queſt, and the refr.ſal of a matter that was ſo necefſary, as well as uſeful, 
to inform them,they had proceeded asin Duty and Conſcience they ought,

what was asked for , ſeverely check'd and rebuk'd him for ſuffering ſuch 
Queltions to.be propoſed. And this mercenary or at leaſt cowardly Soul, 
Farnham the Coroner (if I may ſo call him, being but the Coroner's Deputy) 
returning back to the Jury, after baving received the reprimand & rebuke, 
told them, They were call d to fit on my Lord's Body,and not on his Cloaths,, and 
that it was ſufficient they had ſeen the Body, and received an account upon Oath 
how it was found, O faithleſs and nonfenſical Man! as if becauſe they 
were to fit npon the Body, they might not be allowed a view-of the' 
Gloaths in which it wasarray'd, when this noble Perſon received his fatal 
and deadly Wound : Bur, ſtnpid Fool! whom if thy Place 2nd Office had 
not made an Eſquire,thy Honeſt y and- Wit never would ; didſt thouthink 
that it was meerly the Body of the Earl of Eſſex thou waſt to ſit upon, 
whilſt thy buſineſs, Man, was to enquire by what means, and after what man- 
ner my Lord himfeli came torthat unnatural, violent, and-untimely end ? 
And therefore as thou ſar upon the Body meerly in order to the receiving ' 
light and information” into the manner how my Lord's Perſon came to be 
deſtroyed; ſo if thou hadſt not renounced Conſcience, as well as Courage, 
thou wouldſt have deſired a fight of the Cloaths, in ſabſerviency and order 
to the ſame end. Nor can any rational Perſon otherwiſe judge, why the Body 
was firſt ſtripp'd,and the Cloaths afterwards with-held from the view of 
the Jury,when demanded by one of them tobe feen, but becauſe ſomething 
or other remarkable would have-beezfound upon and abaut- them , _

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would have overthrown the Informations of Bomeyy: and. Ruſſel, ard made

To all that we have hitherto. ſaid in vindication of the Earl of Efex ſrom 
the guilt and infamy. of having been a;Felow of himſelf,;and in proot that he 
was molt treacherouſly as-well as barbarouſly murdered: by others, we hall 
in the-vext place givean.account. of ſome remarkable pallages which were: 
obſerved in the Tower that-morning my Lord was: kill'd ; which: will not 
only. inform us there was ſomething. requiring great ſecrecy thew tranſ- 
ating, but will conduct us home to the Authors .and Authorizers of that vil- 
lanous and ever-to- be abhorred Aflaſſination,” The firſt thing thenrremark- 
able was, that the Gate of the lower end at thoſe Appartments in 'the 
Tower, where the Earl of Eſſex, and ailthe other Gentlemencommitted for! 
thelate pretended Plot were lodged and {ccured, and whichalways uſed to 
ſtand open from Morning to Eveging,was all: that Morning Kkepr ſhut till 
after my, Lord of E//cx was dead, except that it was once Hpened=o tet our 
my-Lord &uſſel to his Trial, being immediately afcer he was gone, lock'd up: 
azain. And as this could not efcape the fight,of the Perſpyus who. were then 
confined, ſo it gave-that furprize,to fome of them,: beiog [a thing: which 
had not fallen out before, that 'one Gentleman in particular called'to his 
Warder,and 2sk'd him the meating of it, and 1eceived for anwſer;thart there: 
was ſpecial Order given forit. Nor is\jit difficult ta gueſs the reaſon of the: 
Order,and upon what motives, and ig referenceto whatend, Command was. 
given for keeding the ſaid Gate ſhat up all. ghat moruiag,tilt. after the Earl 
of Eſſex wes kill-d;tar theStage and Theatre upon which the bloody Tra- 
gedy wasto be acted, being within that Gate, it was:needfiil to keep people 
out as much as they could, to prevent thediſcovery oi .the Actors , unlels. 
it were ſach as had their parts jn ſome of the Scenes, or would: be ſare to 
give their plaraire tothe whoke. A ſecond pallage 7ery remarkable, which: 
was obſcrved inthe Tower that morning, and which ſpeaks as loud co. the; 
matter we arc upon,as the former, was,that the King and Duke having been 
at the Lieutenant's houſe, which is abont the middle of the Alley , where 
my Lord of E/jex and the reſt were imp iſoned, and havingſtood ina Bal- 
cony, with a tew-attending them, to leemy Lord.Xuſſel paſs by to his Tri- 
al,the Duke did ſoonafter, with {everal waiting apon him, withdraw from 
the King down intothe Alley, the Gate whereotwas ſtil] kept ſhut. . Sure- 
ly it could not- be the pleaſure af the walk that made the Duke leave his 
Majeſty at that ſcafon,but he had ſomething to give Order abont,and to ſee 
rhe managing of, which was 07 more moment than. his Princes. Com-. 
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pary, an&-which his heart was inficicety more ſet upon. The Third and' 
laſt thing which fell under the obſervation of divers then in the Tower, was 
that the Duke having withdrawn from the Xing, there were ſeveral Perſons 
immediately fent and diſnifed iro his yery. lgderowards the Earl of £fex 
lodgings, who returned not tilf after the death gt that.Nable Perſon, that 
they eame 2nd gave anaccoityt of the obedience they. had paid ro. his High- 
neſs Commands, and that th& Earl of Eſſex was Killed, : pretending he had 
cut his own Throat, thereby murdering his Memory after they had Aſfaſ- 
ſinated bis Perdon. - It may be expected thay 1 ſhould .here- mention the 
Names of thoſe that were ſent uporfthat, barbarous errand, but there being, 
ſoine'of them, who.imay be improved and made ſerviceable ro detect the 
villainous Crimethey'were afiſting'to cgmmil,tt is but Jiiſtice to our ſelves 
as well as to'themto conceal their Names. Ard ro publick the Names of the 
reſt,were but to-ſer'a mark upon the. former, and expole them to the rage 
and power of St. James's, by not proclaiming them in conjunction with the 
others, Bur this offer | renew again both-ro his Maje/ty and his Miniſters 
of Juſtice, that -if a metas jnqmarendium into the manner of my Lord Eſſex's. , 
death, 'may beorderer, andan Indempnity granted to ſuch as ſhall be wil- 
ling and able to deteft, by whom and how he was mardered,; then ſhall the 
Names not only of the Rufftans.who committed the bloody Fact, but the 
Names' of the Confpirators, who were the Contrivers, Authors, and En- 
conragers of it, be both diſcovered to his Majeſty and judicial Officers, and 
publilhed toal[ the World. 

The only thing which remaits to be diſcourſed of, in confirmation of 
the Earl of Efex's being mardered by others, and that he was not Felo dz 
ſe, is That of a bl ody Razors being throws out of his, "Chamber windaw, before 
any noiſe of his Death, or the lzaſt intimation that he 3% kylled. And indeed this. 
ot a bloody Razors being thrown out of his window. has already made a 
great clamonrin the World, and was the firlt thing whichraiſed a ſuſpicion. 
that my Lord had not deſtroyed himſelf, but that he was Aſſaſſinated by 0- 
thers, For as it was impoſlible that after his Throat was cut he ſhould throw 
out himſelr, ſo it could not be caſt forth by other:, before the Body is. 
pretended tobe fornd, or any declaration made that he was killed, unleſs. 
it was by ſach as were preſent in the Room when he was ſlain, and who were 
intrumental-in his Murder. Nor can any actouct be given why they did. 
jr, but that God infatuated them, thereby to deteCt the Villainy they had 
comwirted. And it ſeems they had no ſooner recolleted themielves, bug, 
they were ſenſible it would not ſerve the End they had deſigned it untogg 
namely, of makmg the World believe he had cut his own Throat, and in.

Norcan the Story 
which a certain Gentleman'at White- Hall had formed for them, ſtand them 
in any ſtead; viz.” That Bowery finding iy Lord dead in the Cloſer, and 
the Razor which had been the” laſtrumenr of, his death lying by-him, and 
that thereypon being ſtrack with ſarprize and aſtoniſhment, at ſo unex- 
pected and deplorable an accident, he took up the. Razor, being ated by 
griefand indignation, and not minding what he did, threw, it out at the 
window.- For beſides that, the Razar was thrown -out, of the window 
before there was the leaſt noiſe of my Lords death, this gloſs and quslifica- 
tion was invented too late, to ſerve the end it was deſigned unto, ſeeing 
Bomeny's and Rufſes Examinations with which it is inconſiſtent, were pub- 
lick before. Now in proving that a Razor was thrown out of my -Lord 
Eſfex*s window, before the news and tidings of his. death; I would not be 
thonghs to acknowledge, that it was a Razor wherewith the mortal and 
deplorable wound was given him, being well aſſured that.it jwas with an 
inſtrument much more proper for'the purpoſe, than'that would have been 
but that which 1 intend by the proof hereof is partly the overthrow and 
ſabverſion of Bomeny's and R::ſſe!'s informations, upon which the Inquilicion 
and Verdidt of the Coroners inqueſt was builr,. and partly'ts eſtabli(/h-and 
evidence that antecedently, rothe noiſe and report of my Lords death,there 
were {ome Perſons in the Chamber where: he was killed. Which laſt if 
once obrained, it will 1 ſuppoſe be thence re :dily granted, that they wers 
not there to be idle SpeCtators of my Lords cutting his own Throat ; but 
that their buſineſs was to perpetrate themſelves that barbarous Fatt upon 
him, though for the concealing their guilt and avoiding the Jaſtice and Se- 
verity of the Law, they have endeavoured. to caſt the reproach and infamy 
of it, upon that inocent and injured Perſon. The firſt who reported and 
divulged the Story of a bloody Razors being threwn out of the Earl of E/- 
ſex's window, before there was' any news of -my Lords death, was one 
VTillam Edwards,a Youth between thirteen and fourteen years of age,who 
having heard as he was going to School, that the King and Duke were in the 
Tower, went in to ſee them, and continuing there ſometimes in one place 
and ſometimes in another all that morning, came home about ten of the 
clock to his Mother, and told'the Earl of Eſſex v:.3 killed, and that while 
he, (the ſaid Edwards) ſtood near the Earls Indgings, | okjng up towards his 
eChamber-window, he ſaw a haud cat out a blood; Kazuor, which being going 
ro 
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#0 take ap, there-came # ſhort Mdaid or Woman with a white hood'on hir bead out” 
owe of - Captain Haulle's houſe where the Earl lay, and took' up the Razor 
whioh ſhe immediately carried into the- Captains houſe, and run up ſftatrs, and' 
that ſoon after be heard one cry our murder. All this the boy hath frequent- 
ly Tepcated and averred to his Father, Motker, Siſter, and to ohne Mrs Birr, 
as well as to;Mr. Braddon, as thoſe four Perions depoſed upon Oarh at 
Mr. Braddon's Trial,” yea, the very Boy himſelf did confeſs and acknow- 
ledge in Court that he had ſaid and reported ir. *Tis true that'after'be had 
often affirmed it, he was at laſt by the flatteries of ſome and the menaces 
of others brought ro ſay he ſaw no ſuch thing as a bloody Razor thrown 
out of the Earl of £fex's window, but that the whole which he had re- 
ported relating thereunto-was feigned and invented by himſelf. For having 
been told by his Siſter that through perſevering in his firſt Report he 
would not only ruine his Father and the Family, but that he would 
bring both himſelf and his Father:to be hanged ; he thereupon under the 
influence of dread and fear retrafted what he had before affirmed. Bur 
whether there ought not more credit to be given to his Affirmation, than 
to his Denial, I dare referr it to the Jadgment of all impartial Men, who 
have either -heard of the Method uſed towards the Boy at the ' Commeil - * 
Board, or who have read the carriage and behaviour of gny Lord Chie 
Juſtice and the Conrt of King's Bench in this matter at the 7rial of Mr. 
Braddon, And as | was amazed my ſelf on the peruſal of the Trial, to' 
obſerve with what impudence and barefacedneſs they not only” diſcovered 
the means uſed by others to. influence” the Boy to forſwear' himfelf, 'buc 
the arts and-tricks in: hutfing on the vne fide , and cajoling on the other, 
whereby the very Bench drew him into and cheriſhed him in Perjury ; ſo 
I never had the fortune to ſpeak with a Man that was wiſe or honeſt, but 
he was forced to acknowledge tharthe Boy's firſt Report in ſaying herfaw

Razor thrown ont of 
the Earl of E//ex's Window before any noiſe-or ramour of his- death}, bat 
reis alſo a Girl;one Fear Lodeman, of about thirteen'years of age, who 
being inthe: Tower that Morning the Earl of E/ſex was killed, and ſtand- 
tag over againit his Lodgings, came. hame: and . told both her Aunt and 
others about re of the clock, that it was reported the Earl of  £/ſex had 
eut; his Throat, and-that ſhe had ſeen a hand caſt a bloody Razor out of the: 
window where the People ſaid that'my Lord lodged. And as this 'Gi#l' had no- 
arquaintance.with or knowledge of the former Boy, and conſequently they 
could not agree together to farm and invent a Romaztrick and fabnlous 
Story, nor to.coucert the particulars which they ' were toireport; fo it "is 
obſervable that their Relations do harmonize and accord m all the main 
heads,. and only ſeem. to differ in one thing, which the Girls unatquain- 
teduels with the ſeveral parts.of the houſe where my Lord lodged, led her 
into-a miſtake about. For they bothagree that there was a'Razor thrown 
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ont of the Chamber window befofe Murder cried out, and that this R4- 
br was bloody, and rhat irmediatdy there came ſhort Maid or Woman out

And had 
the Court of the King's Bench had but the juſtice and integrity which be- 
came Ven in their places, one Q1eſtion of the Frazer and the Child's An- 
ſtr to it., would have clearly decided wheti:r She meant the Cloſer 
window, or that of the Chamber. For had they but ask'd her whether 
the window out of which the Razor was thrown, ſtood towards the
